A glowing picture of Lower 
Bucks County of the future,

ed in Philadelphia yesterday 
during the Third Annual Con­ 
ference on Planning and Econo­ 
mic Development of the Great­ 
er 
Philadelphia-South 
Jersey 
Area. 
Some of the major industrial 
leaders of the country partici­ 
pated in the all day sessions, 
during which plans were elabor­ 
ated for the development of 
Bucks, 
Philadelphia, 
Mont­ 
gomery, Delaware and Chester 
counties in Pennsylvania, and 
Camden, Gloucester and Burl­ 
ington counties in New Jersey. 
Many 
residents of 
Bucks 
County attended the sessions, 
seeking to learn the details of 
the fast-unfolding plans which 
are turning the Bristol-Moms- 
ville area into what promises to 
become, within five years, a 
New Pittsburgh. 
Most dramatic part of the 
program, so far as Buck* Coun­ 
ty was concerned, wa* a face 
to face debate between a C.I.O. 
spokesman 
and 
William 
J. 
Levitt, President of Levitt and 
Sons, Inc., (milden, over the 
future of (he community of 
“Levittown", where these inter­ 
ests propose to build many 
thousands of new residences 
during the next three years. 
Reports that the C. I. O. was 
dissatisfied with the housing 
program of the Levitt interests, 
which have been current for 
weeks, were brought to a focus 
by H. Charles Ford, of Ivyland, 
director of District No. 7, U. S. 
Steelworkers of America, C.I.O. 
He read a prepared address, 
(printed 
elsewhere in 
these 
columns) which demanded on 
behalf of labor to know whether 
there would be houses for rent 
as well as for sale, whether the 
community would be se g re ­ 
gated, whether the prices to be 
asked for the new houses would 
be within a workingman's capa­ 
city to pay. whether transporta­ 
tion and other services and utili­ 
ties would be adequate, and 
whether gouging and profiteer­ 
ing would be suppressed. 
Both Ford and Levitt were panel 
member*) of an afternoon discussion 
group under the title of "Providing 
the Essentials for New and Expand­ 
ing I n d u s t r i e * Presided over by 
General Donald Armstrong, presi­ 
dent of the Burlington division of 
the ll. 8. Pipe and Foundry Com­ 
pany, the first two talks were on 
routine subjects, discussed by Ed­ 
mund N Bacon. Executive Director 
of the Philadelphia City Planning J

Ford had been added to the panel 
since the printing of the official 
program, and his vigorous demand 
for the answer to many questions 
being asked in labor circles had 
apparently not been expected. 
!#vttt put aside his own prepared 
address and devoted his talk to re­ 
plying to Ford's inquiries, doing so, 
so completely that the labor offi­ 
cial expressed himself as being 
satisfied In nearly all respects. 
“In Mr, Ford's talk," I^evltt bo­ 
gan, “he asked the question, ‘when 
the working people tome to live 
In the new community, what will 
they find',*’ Levitt began. 
“I'm going to try to tell you the 
answer. Let me say that back in 
the days when I was in the serv­ 
ice, I sometimes heard it said that 
the trouble with generals and ad­ 
mirals was that they bad never bad 
to meet a payroll.

as part of yesterday’s Third Annual 
Conference on Planning and Econo­ 
mic Development of the Greater 
Philadelphia-South Jersey Area, H. 
Charles Ford, director of district 
j No. 7, United Steelworkers of Am­ 
erica, C. I. O , spoke as follows: 
! 
“As Director of District 7 of the 
United Steelworkers of America, 
representing more that 40,00<* men 
and women in the steel Industry In 
this area. I welcome this opportun­ 
ity to explain what we may call 
‘labor's stake' in the greatest In­ 
dustrial expansion program In the 
history of this community. 
“First, I should like to Introduce 
to you the people who will be cqtn- 
ing by the thousands to work, main­ 
tain homes and build for their fu­ 
ture in an area well known and 
loved by Philadelphians for Its 
beauty and Its rich historical heri­ 
tage—the people who will be em­ 
ployees In a vital and gigantic in­ 
dustry. 
“These men and women are fam­ 
ily people. They are settled and 
steady, home-loving and God-fear­ 
ing. They are hardworking, vigorous 
people, eager to provide for their 
children the best In health, edu­ 
cation and opportunity. They are 
serious and responsible, willing to 
work long and exhausting hours 
whenever the welfare of the nation 
requires such effort from them, and 
intensely proud of their patriotic 
contributions. They are unswerving 
In their determination to protect 
their rights as Americans and work­ 
ers, and the hardship with which 
some of these rights have been 
won has Instilled in them a sin­ 
cere respec t for the rights of others. 
Their morale is high. They look 
forward to establishing themselves 
in a new and beautiful community 
where they will find steady employ­ 
ment at the skills which they have 
learned. 
“Given the normal facilities and 
civic beneflta essential to an Am­ 
erican industrial community, these 
men and women will be satisfied 
and productive in this giant enter­ 
prise rising on the banks of the 
Delaware to serve our progress In 


our enemies. 
"The Morrisville area can be 
made a model community where In 
men and women may give their 
best as cttixcns and workers. On 
the other hand, if responsibility 
is shifted, opportunists and profi­ 
teers can create another scandalous 
‘boomtown*, thereby discouraging 
honest workers and attracting to 
these parts undesirable elements 
from every part of the land, lf the 
former is to be accomplished and 
the latter avoided, we must act 
promptly. 
“What do the thousands of peo­ 
ple who are coming to settle In 
this greater Philadelphia area in 
the next decade require for a de­ 
cent, wholesome existence and en­ 
vironment, where they may continue 
their good efforts on behalf of them­ 
selves, their industry and their na­ 
tion? 
“Their first requirement is homes. 
Not expensive homes, for they are 
working people, with many demands 
on the Income they earn by their 
labor. And not rickety homes that 
will fall apart In a few years, for 
they are coming here to stay. They 
need 
good, 
solid, 'inexpensive 
houses, equipped with modern facil­ 
ities—places fit for the rearing of 
a family at a price a workman can 
afford to pay. 
“Most of them will want to buy 
their homes, but many will not he 
able to buy at the beginning. And so 
they must also have houses and 
apartments 
that they can 
rent, 
places with adequate cooking and 
bathing facilities, and 
providing 
room enough for groping children. 
“As a leader In the trade union 
movement in this area, I can tell 
you that the American working men 
and women coming to sett)* In the 
greater Philadelphia area will ex­ 
pect that any man. regardless of 
race, creed or color, will he able lo 
buy or rent a home within th e ‘de­ 
velopments now being built or those 
contemplated.

We have bought 
up some eighty small pieces of 
real estate Just to clean out what 
might have been eyesores—bought 
them at extravagantly overpriced 
figures, and Just brought in bull­ 
dozers and pushed the buildings 
away. 
"Our number one problem is 
water. We have our application in 
before the Pennsylvania Utilities 
Commission. -I might tell you that 
what we are asking for Is a flat 
rate—the consumers will pay one 
price and use all the water they 
want. And the municipality Itself 


junk. We want to build this time] 
out of real materials. 
It would * 
take only an infinitisirnal portion 
of the country's steel and co p p er! 
to do these building jobs right, aud ; 
we hope that the government will 
find means of saving that small 
amount and making it available

“The planners lay out the plans, 
then they tell the other guy to 
carry them out. Those of us who 
are trying to build things anjl de­ 
velop things—we are the ones who 
have to do what the plans call for. 
We make mistakes. I don’t doubt 
that I have made as many mistakes 
as anyone in this room We've made 
mistakes, but we think we have 
learned from the mistakes, and 
we’re going to try not to repeat 
them. 
“Take the m atter of rentals. Let 
me tell you that rental housing is 
the most profitable for a builder to 
build. I’ve become a sort of expert 
on the Income tax. and I can tell 
you that under the tax rules, rental 
properties are much the most lucra­ 
tive for the builder. 
“But we don’t want to build for 
rentals. Actually, we are going to 
have to do so. because the govern­ 
ment is going .to tell us we must, 
since this is a critical area.
